The amendment is believed to be proper under MPEP §716 because (A) it is needed 
for proper proteaion of die invention, and (B) U requires no substantial amount of woric on the part of the 
Office, for the following reasons. Applicant in tended that the surface irre gularity of Claim 1 could be form ed 
in any of die tube, die adhesive, or die film, and it is believed diat the Examiner conducted examination 
accordingly. 

However, Applicant fecendy has been made aware of Superfuide Corp. v. D irectTV Enterprises. 
Inc. , 358 F.3d 870 (Fed. Cir, 2004) hi which a clai m recitationof ^at least on e of A, B, C;andD" was h eld 
to minimally require at least one element from each of the categories A, B. C, and D, not one or more 
elements from one or more categories as mtended in die present case, with the Federal Circuit noting thai 
for the latter interpretation to hold, the conjunctive "or* should be used. Accordingly, the present amendment 
is believed to reconcile, with llie Supcreuide case, both Applicant's mtended claim scope and what Applicant 
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believes to have been the examiner's understanding of the claimed invention, thus complying with the above- 
noted requirements of the MPEP.
